The returns of the Bank of France show a heavy 
iraft on the stock of bullion, the amount having 
lecreased by upwards of a million, notwithstanding the 
large quantities remitted from England ; and the direc- 
ors of that bink have deemed it advisable to advance 
the rate of discount from 34 to 4} per cent., thus render- 
ng the quotations eqaal to that enforced by the Bank 
hf England. The weekly statement of the latter bank 
ikewise exhibits a further reduption ia the bullion by 
sum of £230 788, and proves clearly, in other respects 
Iso, that the Court of Directors were fully justified in 
haising the official minimum ; and an apprehension pre- 
ss that additional measures of restriction may still 

aveto beadopted. With regard to the bullion market 
turing the pest week, Messrs. Hagard and Co. state :— 
“The market has been quiet, neither imports nor 
exports having been on an extensive scale. The imports 
pomprise the Vanderbilt, from New York, with £31,000; 
the Swiftshire, from Melbourne, with £290,000; the 
Pera, from Alexandria, with £4,000; and some smal! 
amounts of silver from the Continent. The exports 
include the Ripon, to Calcutta, China, and Alexandria, 
with £153,862, of which £142,917 silver, and the rest 
gold (Government remits £82 250 in dollars, by this 
steamer) ; the Megdalena, to the Brazile, with £14,040 
silver and £10,651 gold; and about £190,000 gold to 
the Continent. The demand for gold still continues, 
and the Swiftsure, which some days since was reported 
pit Piymouth, is awaited with impatience. About 
£85,000 has been withdrawn from. the Bank of Eng- 
land.”’

The Police had no reason on earth to 
draw their batons, much less to use them. We do 
not see why they should be allowed to carry thes» 
formidable batons when they are supposed to be 
assisting in extinguishing a fire. Theve are savage 
tempers which are readily infuriated. Arm a brute 
with authority, and he will stop at nothing short of 
murder. Either none but cautious and experienced 
men should be trusted to clear the ground on such 
occasions, or the ruffians of the should be de- 
prived of such a deadly weapon as the baton. 

On Monday morning the brother of the wounded 
gentleman brought the case under the notice of Col. 
Lake. The Policeman who struck the blow was 
identified by a most respectable witness, the gentle- 
man himself being too seriously injured to attend, 
and indeed being unable to identify his assailant, 
since the blow had reduced him to insensibility. A 
score of Policemen, however, came forward, and were 
ready tq swear that their companion had never 
drawn his trancheon. The Commissioner imme- 
diately quashed the investigation, declaring he 
would not interfere, because only one witness ap- 
peared on complainant's behalf. 

It is difficult to identify a Policeman in a moment 

of confusion. When the violent blows of trun- 
cheons are levelled at all alike, the crowd runs, and 
few have the courage toexamine the minute letters 
ou the collar of an infuriated Policeman. But the 
decision of the Commissioner amounts to this, that 
any Voliceman may fearlessly beat one of any two 
ptsone mercilessly about the head, certain of im- 
punity because the Commissioner will not regard the 
evidence of merely a single witness. 
But why is it that the Police are drilled to strike 
the people upon the head?’ Would it not suffice 
to strike a man upon the shoulders or arms, or 
even upon the legs? A severe blow on the head 
may kill a man, or do worse than kill him. It 
is not in a week or a month that the effects of a 
Policeman's reckless blows upon the brain are fatal. 
Yet the frightful appearance of the unhappy crea- 
tures who are brought before the magistrates every 
morning proves, that for any or no excuse, the 
Policeman plies his baton mercilessly upon the head 
of the unfortunate victim of his strength. It isa 
most savage, barbarous, and brutal thing to teach 
these half-drilled and intemperate men to strike 
people murderously upon the head on every oppor- 
tunity, even when a street is to be cleared of the 
spectators of a fire.

The Moniteur de la Flotte announces that a new iron- 
plated frigate, called the Llavincible, is in course o 
construction at the Maurilion dockyard. Its scantiing 
is on the same model asthe Gloire. ‘Iwo large stable- 
transports are also being built there. They are to bk 
completed with the utmost despatch, as itis wished to 
have one of the slips ready for laying down an iron 
plated frigate on anew model, whose batiery is to be higher 
from the water, while her lines are to be flaer aad her 
speed greater than those of the Gloire. 

I have seen the proof sheets of an interesting work 
by Dr. Couneau, on “ Ocean Telegraph Cables,” which 
will appear this week, “The Emperor's physician takes 
for his motto the opinion expressed by L eutenan 

in his “ Physical Geography of the Sea,” that 
w the first step towards success in the establishment ot 
submarine lines of telegraph across oceaus is to get rid 
of the idea of iron ropes and great cables for the deep 
sea —limit these to shallow waters only ; divert ingenuicy 
from brakes and buoys, and direct it to cord, which will re- 
quire neither.” He gives a succient history of the various 
attempts to lay down deep sea telegraphs which have 
failed, and attributes the unfortunate result to the em- 
ployment of cables of too great bulk, of too heavy specific 
gravity, and of too little pliability, In the case of the great 
trans-Atlantic cable, the speed of the running out, in 
spite of the severest pressure upon the brakes, produced 
a strain so severe as to cause the cable to be flattened 
out in many portions and to break repeatedly. Dr. 
Conneau considers it to be conclusively established by 
scientific experience that the notion of there being any 
extraordinary density in the waters of the ocean at 
great depths, such as to hold a substance not of great 
specific gravity in suspension or to injure and destroy 
it by pressure, is altogether erroneous. 


ITALY, 

A letter from Turin, of the sth, in the Constitutionne/,

“ The Council of Ministers has, during the last few 
days, held very long sittings, which have been devoted 
to the eventa of Southern Italy. A very serious ques 
tion with regard to that country has been discussed— 
namely, as to whether the places and the ranks hitherto 

ven á the different Governments which have been 
ot either in Sicily or Naples, and who have nothing 
moré urgent to do than to fill the official journals with 
their acta, should be maintained and respacted.

The Government would have wished to 
give a proof of deference to the men who have done so 
much for the unity of the Italian Peninsula, but the burden 
imposed on it by all the dictators, pro-dictators, sub-pro. 
dictators, secretarics-general, and ministers of al! colours 
was so heavy that the Government could not submit to 
accept the inheritance without the most scrupulous 
investigation. This was the more necessary as even at 
the present moment M. Mordini in Sicily and M. Con- 
f at Naples strive with each other who shall best fil! 
the official journals with functionaries, pensious, promo- 
tions, indemnities, gratifications, &c. The catculation 
is in Sicily that the ordinary revenue of the budget of 
the island would scarcely suffice to pay the pensions and 
salaries of the functionaries appointed by M. Mordini. 
The Government could not accept such a state of things. 
Every one knows that there will be many discontente! 
persone, but public interest and morality must be para- 
mount.” —

It is considered possible that he may soon be 
appointed chief of the department, in place of M. de 
Rechberg, who will in that case continue to be Presi- 
dent of the Council of Ministers, without holding any 
other office. 

Lord A. Loftus and Prince Kallimaki have both gone 
three times within these last two days to attend confe- 
rences at the office of Foreign Affairs. The frequent 
visits of these two diplomatists)to that office are attri- 
buted to difficulties which have arisen between Turkey 
and France relative to the military occupation of Syria 
by the corps d’armee of the latter. 

The convention of Paris of thie 3rd of August, ratified 
by Turkey and the five Great Powers, limits to six 
months the French occupation jn Syria ; but from what 
we learn now M. de Lavalette, ‘French Ambassador at 
Constantinople, takes infinite sat this moment to 
extort from the Turkish Ministers a new, separate, 
and supplementary convention, which will accord, in 
some sort, an indefinite right of occupation, to be 
in the end a permanent one. France is not want. 
ing in pretexts in this matter; her numerous 
active agents know how to them when it may 
be convenient ; they are aware how to cause 
embarrassment to Turkey in the Lebanon by raising 
insurrections there, and drivingeven the Ottoman popu- 
lation to exercise cruelty towards the Christians. 
Although such mancuvres are very well known at this 
time, de Lavalette has acquired such influence and 
preponderance, naturally enough supported by Russia, 
over the Ottoman Porte, that it is to be feired that he 
will obtain from the Turkish Ministers the signature of 
the new indeterminate convertion of occupation if Eng- 
land and Austria, do not, by their united efforts, neutra- 
lise the execution of the plots so industriously 
fomented in Syria by the Fre Government, Under 
these circumstances the policy so radically - hostile 
to Austria pursued during the last two years 
by Lord John Russell is much regretted. The more 
events develope themselves, whether in Europe or 
the East, the more do those who look dispassionately 
at affairs understand the bearing of the political faults 
committed by that Minister. Austria, strong and 
powerful, and having the same. interest in the East 
with England, would be able at all times to support her 
there with all her force in opposition to the combined 
efforts of France and Russia against the empire of 
Purkey. 

According to the Hungarian journals the Transy|- 
vanians demand the re-establishment ot their union with 
the Crown of Hungary. The Jesuit fathers, to whom, 
by order of M. de Thun, certain educational establish- 
ments in Croatia were about to be given up have 
renounced their projects “in consideration of circum- 
stances.” 

A letter from Trieste of 
Vienna, says :— 

“This morning the territorial battalion were called 
under arms to take the oath ia virtue of the new regula- 
tions of the service. They were drawn up 1,200 strong, 
and the Commandant Remblin read the oath. Murmurs 
were heard in the ranks, and the men refused to take 
it, saying that they would!keep themselves to the old 
custom. The commandant, fearing that if he insisted 
he should cause a mutiny, particularly as the men fixed 
their bayonets, ordered the colours to be carried beck 
to the Hotel de Ville, and dismissed the battalion, who 
marched off amidst the acclamations of the crowd. 
Several of the officers have already resigned. This 
incident is generally disapproved of, but it must be con- 
sidered that this regimen is mostly composed of fathers 
of families and proprietorp belonging to the enlightened 
classes, and that, before proceeding to the oath, expla- 
nations ought to have been given in order to remove 
distrust. Several new arrests have lately taken place 
among many of the first people of this place, and, among 
thers,a merchant whojwas born in the Kingdon of 
Naples.”

“ Peh-tang, Tang-fur-ku, and all the adjacent villages 
have been evacuated, the fortified places alone being 
held by the allies. They consist in most instances of 
small detached forts stretching along the coun 
intervals for about ten miles along the Peiho from Taku 
and again from Tien tain about five miles towards the 
mouth of the river. The main forts at Taku are being 
systematically and effectually destroyed. 

“The army marched from their camp about three 
miles south of Tein-tsin on the morning of the 8th (the 
date of our intelligence), on their way to Pekin; and it 
will take them five or six days to reach it, the distance 
being about 60 miles. The native inhabitants do not 
appear at all affected by the presence of the army. and 
pursue their usual occupations with great nonchalance, 
and not the slightest ill-feeling is exhibited by them, 
and on some occasioas, seeing our artillery proceeding 
over difficult spots of ground, they have willingly assisted 
in dragging the guns along. 

“The English and French forces do not seem to 
amalgamate, but keep quite distinct from each other, 
which appears to be satisfactory to both parties. 
losses sustained by the Chinese are ed at from 
1,000 to 3,000, but about 2,000 is ly supposed to 
be the number by those most competent to judge.” 

The following extra latest intelligence from the Peiho 
is from the same journal of the 19th September:— 

“By her Majesty’s steamer Pioneer, arrived yester- 
day afternoon, we have received detailed accounts of 
the proceedings in the north, of which we give the fol- 
lowing most interesting portions, Our latest date is 
the 12th instant. 

“Lord Elgin in the Granada, and Baron Gros arrived 
on the 25th ult. A few days afterwards, a communica- 
tion was received from Kweiliang an his inten- 
tion to come here; he arrived on the 3ist, in company 
with Hung-foh, the viceroy of his , and 
Hung-ku, formerly Hoppoat Canton. Correspondence 
soon commenced between them and the plenipoten- 
tiaries, the precise nature of which has not transpired 
beyond those who were admitted behind the curtain. 
It is believed to have been the arrangement of certain 
preliminaries regarding the ceremonies on arrival at 
Pekin, the amount demanded as indemnity, &c. To all 
those it was reported they had consented on the 3rd 
instant, but, suddenly, on the 7th, it was announced that 
Kweili declined to sign the memorandum embodying 
all that had been agreed, on the plea of his not having 
full powers to do so. Communications were then sus- 
pended, and the army put in motion to advance upon 
Pekin. Theadvanced column started on the 8th, de- 
tachments have followed, and the main body will march 
on to-morrow. Two thousand men will remain to 
protect Tein-tsin. Lord Elgin and staff, including some 
favoured non-combatants, left on the 9th to overtake 
the advanced column. Admiral oy declined going. 

“ Their plans would appear to have been changed 
since the creation of the defences of Tein-tsin, which 
city they may subsequently have considered it politic 
to surrender, provided we passed the Taku forts, in 
the expectation that they could stay our further p 

y their cunning diplomacy, or, failing in that, 
concentrate all their resources at Toong-chow near to 
Pekin, thus leaving a large tract of country for us to 
cover and keep open tor communication with our 
base, by which they have the power to harass us 
by clearing the country of supplies and rendering us 
dependent on our own commissariat and land transport. 
For a time these tactics may succeed, but we shall, 
doubtless, overcome all difficulties and reach Pekin, the 
only question being when. It is reported that San- 
ko-lin-sin has a large body of Tartars to oppose us 
between this place and Toong-chow; that there are also 
several entrenched camps on the road, and that opposi- 
tion will be made to our advance on Pekin as a last 
struggle. It is said that there sre three other princes 
of Tartary who are opposed to San-ko-lin-sin’s policy, 
and advocate peace; but that he ia defiance of all is re- 
solved to make another throw for the stake. 

“Sept. 1z,—News was received last evening from the 
advanced column. It reached Yang-teun-yeh on the 
10th, being 60 li from hence, and was still there on the 
lith, heavy rain having prevented their marching 
further. To-da they are to advance to Nant-tsi-Wan, 
and thence to Ho-see-woo, which is 120 li from Tien- 
tsin. Some persons dressed as officials had met them 
and endeavoured to persuade them to return, saying 
mardarins of high rank were coming to treat. Ali the 
drivers had decamped with their mules, leaving the 
loaded waggous behind. This will retard their march 
to Toongechow considerably. Yang-tsun-yeh being on 
the Peiho they were endeavouring to procure boate. The

Madden v. M‘Muilen, 

This case came before the court by way of demurrer to an 
equitable defence put in by the defendants The action was 
brought upon a bond in whieh the defendant, and persons 
named Kearns and Warren, were jointly and severally bound 
in a sum of £200 to the piaintiff, Mr. Robert Richard 
Madden, who was general secretary of the Clara Lean Fuad 
Society. In the month of April, 1557, they bound themselves 
as security for one of the officers in that sum of £200, with a 
condition that if Mr. Wm, Kearns, who had been appointed 
clerk of the Clara Loan Fund Society, and for whom they 
were security, should faithfully execute his offica, and 
account for all moneys received and by bim in 
that capacity, that then the bond should become void. The 
declaration averred the appointment of Mr. Kearns to the 
office of clerk, and stated that he acted in that capacity for 
three years, until the month of January in the present year, 
when be ceased so to act. Breaches were alleged in the decla= 
ration to have taken on the bond—firet, that Kearns did 
not duly and faithfully exercise bis office of clerk, but con- 
verted, as alleged, a sum of £369 to his own use ; that, 
required, he did not render any account of the moneys received 
and paid by him, and that thereapon the bond was fors 
feted.
